INTITULED 

An Act to extend the Application of Greenwich Time 
to Ireland. 

X)E it enacted by the King’s most Excellent Majesty, by and 
with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, 
and by the authority of the same, as follows 

5 1. Whenever any expression of time occurs in any Act of 

Parliament, deed or other legal instrument, the time referred to 
shall, in the case of Ireland unless it is otherwise specifically 
stated, be deemed and held to be Greenwich mean time. 

2. In section one of the Statutes (Definition of Time) Act, 
10 1880, the words “and in the case of Ireland, Dublin mean 

time ” are hereby repealed. 

3. This Act shall come into operation on the first day of 
January nineteen hundred and thirteen, and may be cited as 
the Uniform Time (Ireland) Act, 1912. 
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
